sight. It was reported that only 25 of 
the nurses were saved with 125 sol- 
diers out of a whole regiment.

can say with all frankness and all 
truthfulness that not a complaJiu has 
reached me since I took office in Jan- 
uary, 1914, from the sources which I 
have mentioned. 
"That, gentlemen. 1 consider a trib- 


ute to your organization and a. tribute 
to the men whose duty it is to enforce 
the laws. I received a letter 
today 


from a man who asked me not to at- 
tend this meeting. He said he had 
read in the papers that 1 was going 
to attend and address a meeting of 
the rum interests. He hoped that I 
would not attend the meeiing of the 
people which he said were hostile to 
law and order. He said it would be a 
disgrace to the city for the mayor to

A few months 
ago while ho was confined to a hospi- 
tal at Arhherst, his mother died In this 
city and he was not apprised of the 
sad news until after he had fully re- 
covered from a sertous illness, for it 
was feared the news of his mother's | 
demise would greatly affect him. 


About Ihe middle of Hay the regi- 


ment received orders to sail and the 
long voyage was made aboard the R. 
JL S. Saxonia. The regiment is now 
located at Sandling camp. East Hythe. 
Kent, England,• where it is awaiting 
orders to cross the channel to France. 
And from there Mr. Alliette, who is the 
bugler of his company, wrote the fol- 
lowing letter, which was received yes- 
terday: 
"My Dear Father: Just a few lines 


to lot you know that I am well and 
hope you are the same. "We left Am- 
herst. N. S., on a Thursday morning 
and it took us eight days to make the 
voyage, which was very rough on ac- 
count of storms and everything else 
on 'sea. Wo were given quite a fright 
for we saw a boat sunk at a distance 
of about two miles, the sinking having 
been dona by a German 
submarine. 


We saw the boat go down with two 
hundred nurses nboard and it was In- 
deed a. very thrilling and 
a 
fearful 


sight. It was reported that only 25 of 
the nurses were saved with 125 sol- 
diers out of a whole regiment. For- 
tunately we were not troubled by any 
submarine and the trip, although not 
very pleasant, was most successful. 


"We are located at a distance of 36 


miles from the firing lino and from 
the-camp we can hear the sound of the. 
cannon. This place is noted for the 
number of Belgian refugees, who left 
their homes because of the nefarious 
work of the Germans. There are also 
many wounded Germans, who are be- 
ing cared for by the British govern- 
ment. I am glad of being here am 
more so because mother is dead anr 
now I don't care jsvhat happens me and
